REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER

Applicants' make a distinction between time spent at a particular website taught by Zilberstein et al (U.S. Pat No. 6.606.657) 
and the time between two request. In response. Zilberstein discloses that time spent at a particular website is measured by 
recording time between a first and second URL (see col. 9. lines 3-6. lines 17-20 and lines 41-44). This discloser reads clearly 
on the claimed language of recording time between two requests. Applicants' also argue that the applied art does not teach or 
suggest recording a second client request as a function of a response to a first client reguest. where the record takes into 
account the relative location of hyperlinks on a web page. In response. Zilberstein discloses a user accessing a first URL (first 
reguest) and second URL (second reguest). The second URL being a function of the first reguest. The second URL disclosed 
by Zilberstein is accessed through a link in the view page (see col. 8. lines 35-45). This discloser reads clearly on the claimed 
lanuage recording a second client reguest as a function of a response to a first client reguest. where the record takes into 
account the relative location of hyperlinks on a web page..
